The news of his illness and death 


came today in letters from Captain 
Smith, of Co. H, to his brother, J. S. 
Dodge, the 
well-known 
attorney. 


Tbe^letters followed each other in 
quick succession. 
They reached the 


Brooklyn postoffice two hours apart. 
The first letter was written at Guay- 
ama, August 10th, and tells of Dan's 
iHness. lo is as follows: 
"I write this letter to inform you 


of your brother Dan's serious illness. 
The doctors ^ay there is only one 
chance in a hundred ior him to get 
well. 
He has the typhoid 
I'ever. 


Wlien we left Newport News he was 
•us hearty as he ever was. Wliou we 
</ot on board the transport St. Paul 
fie, like a great many others, got sea- 
sick. Dan didn't recover as soon as 
the other boys from his sea-sickness. 
1 talked with him quite frequently 
and be would say that as soon as he 
could get on land he would-be all 
no-lit. I didn't notice the effect of 
iis sickness until the day before we 
left the transport St. Pual. Dan told 
me that he could'nt eat the rations 
tbat our cook had. I took him to the 
officers' dining room and had a good 
flinner served to him, but he couldn't 
ieep It on his stomach. 
After that 


•we couldn't find anything that he 
could ;eat. He was able to move 
around on the boat, but most all the 
time was lying clown. The regi- 
mental physicians were on board with 
us and the sick were well looked 
after. 
We had to assist Dan off of 
tlie boat onto the lighter that took 
os to shore. From the lighter we 
took him to the hospital, which was 
aoout one hundred yards from where 
we landed. The next day I visited 
bim. He seemed to be bright, and 
Tie told me he felt better and he 
thought that ah he needed was rest 
on land. 
I had to move my company 


about one and one-half miles from 
the hospital to guard baggage, where 
we stayed for two days and nights. 
Myself and the boys uf the company 
visited Dan as often as we pos 
tould. 
The second clay after 
we 


laoded we took Private David John- 
son to- the 
hospital with a similar 


disease. 
When the detail that took 


Johnson there returned they reported 
that Dan was seriously sick, that 
most of the time lie was unconscious. 
1 went to the hospital as soon as I 
could, but Dhe hospital steward would 
net set, me see him. My company 
with all the baggage was then ordered 
ID join theicgimcnt, which was about 
seven miles awav, and in the enemy's 


can be removed latter to America. I 
think that probably several others 
will be sent back to America as soon 
as arrangements can be made. 
You 


may be able to obtain more informa- 
tion from the war department at 
Washington, D. C., than I can"give. 
The plan that the batter class of 
natives here use for burying their 
dead is to build a casket of cement 
above ground. They do some very 
artistic work with cement in their 
cemeteries. If the government estab- 
lishes a National cemetery here 1 
will have the body of Dan removed 
and buried in it. 1 am going to make 
a marker for bis grave today, so we 
won't lose track of where he .lies. 
I 


am held at my post under strict 
orders to be in readiness at all times 
to take my company into action, in 
case of an outbreak in the enemy's 
Hue. 
My company is doing out-post 


duty now on the extreme front of 
our possessions. We haven't had any 
trouble yet, but expect it at any 
time, and if we should have any 
trouble Co. H will be the first in it, 
so you can realize jthe importance of 
my presence at my post. 
I will have 


to close for this time, afl I haven't 
time to write longer. 
Oh, yes, we 


have received official notice that peace 
has been declared, but, the Spaniards 
on this island refuse to recognize it 
or surrender. 
We have orders to 


capture or fight them until they sur- 
render, or capitulate their arms and 
possessions.'1

Blake the Sufferers Comfortable. 


. Sharon, Mass., Aug. 22.—A frightful 
rear end collision . occurred in 
the 


Sharon station of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad at 7:30 
Sunday night, -when an express train 
which was running as the second sec- 
tion of a long train crashed into the 
irst section, composed of local cars. 


, As a result six persons were killed 
and 26 seriously injured. 


The injured were nearly all removed 


to Boston on a special train, which 
was met by amhulances and surgeons. 


The rear car of the local train was 


completely demolished and a portion 
of the second car, while the engine 
of the express train was crippled. 


The dead are: 
Franklin M. Waters, 


SomervUle, Mass.; Mrs. William. J. 
Pitzpatrick, Boston, her granddaugh- 
ter, Mary Fitzpatrick, 10 years of age 
and her grandson, 5 year old; a woman 
supposed to be Mrs. Watson of West- 
erly, R. I.; Mrs. C. H. Briacoe, Revere, 


C. B. Fry, selectman 
of 
Revere, 


Mass., one of the injured brought to 
Boston, is dead, making the total num- 
ber of dead seven. 


An urgent request was made for phy- 


sicians and undertakers' wagons. Al 
the physicians in town as well aa three 
undertakers and their wagons were im- 
mediately diapatch'ed to the scene oi 
the accident, followed by a large crowd 
of sight-seers. 


The surrounding country has been 


thoroughly arroused and a large quan- 
tity of sheets, bedding and rude hos- 
pital supplies were dispatched from 
this town 
to Sharon, a distance of 


about four miles.

tone of Winthrop, A. C. Frye of Re- 
vere, M. Crockett of Somerville.

Sharon was 20 minutes late and while 
standing at the depot was crashed into 
by the express. 


•A message to the railroad office re- 


ceived here told of a frightful :railroad 
accident at Sharon, but the' list of 
dqad is placed at three and the in- 
jured IS. 


A later telephonic message from a 


survivor of the wreck places the list 
of victims at 40 or over. 


The running of 
tbe trains is ex- 


plained as follows: 
The train which 


leaves Taunton at G:26 runs to Mans- 
fiold, where it is generally met by the 
train which leaves Providence at 6:08. 


This latter train usually' takes' up 


the rear cars of the Taunton' train. 
Owing to the heavy tra.vel Sunday it 
is-said that the Providence train was 
riin in two : sections,. At Sharon, ac- 
cording to the news received here, the 
rear .section ran into and. telescoped 
the first section, the engine plunging 
through the rear cars.
